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Arts High School, the premier Visual 

and Performing Arts high school in the 
nation, opened its doors to students in 
September 1931 as the first school of its 
kind in the United States. Our program 
almost immediately became the model for 
the High School of Art and Music in New 
York City. While the curriculum of Arts 
High School was initially viewed as unusual 
and a definite deviation from the academic 
mainstream, its value to the cultural 
community was immediately apparent 

and appreciated. According to Harrison 

E. Webb, our first principal, “It was taken 
for granted that art and drama were to be 


regarded as major pursuits, comparable in 


importance to Latin, mathematics and the 
sciences in academic high school". 


Some of our esteemed graduates 
include singers Sarah Vaughn, Melba 
Moore and Connie Francis. Our alumni 
also include jazz artists Wayne Shorter 
and Woody Shaw, Philadelphia Orchestra 
member Seymour Rosenfeld, music 
directors Mort Lindsey and Charlie Calello, 
actors Taurean Blaque and Tisha Campbell, 
ballerina Beatrice Rodriguez, fashion 
designer Steven Burrows, and dancer/ 
choreographer Savion Glover.
